Located  in  central  Montana,  Judith  Basin  County  is 
Montana's  43rd  most  populous  with  2,329  residents, 
according  to  the  2000  Census. 

Stanford,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  85th  largest  city 
with  a  population  of  454.  According  to  the  Montana 
Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and  Judy  Jacobson, 
the  county  was  established  in  1920.  The  Judith  River  was 
named  in  1 805  by  Captain  William  Clark  in  honor  of  his 
cousin  Miss  Judith  Hancock.  The  area  is  renowned  for  its 
Yogo  sapphires.  Wheat  and  cattle  production  are  important 
area  industries.  There's  debate  on  the  naming  of  Stanford. 
The  almanac  authors  say  it  was  named  for  either  Major 
James  T.  Stanford  of  Great  Falls,  or  for  Stanfordville,  New 
York,  hometown  of  early  rancher  J.  E.  Bower. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median 
income  for  Judith  Basin  County  households  in  1997  was 
$26,198.  The  county  is  1,870.7  square  miles  in  area; 
1,869.9  square  miles  in  land  area  and  .8  in  inland  water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons. 
According  to  the  Western  Regional  Climate  Center,  the 
average  minimum  temperature  in  Stanford  in  January  be- 
tween 1961  and  1990  was  1 1.8  degrees  above  zero.  The 
average  maximum  temperature  in  July  was  82.1  degrees 
above.  The  annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period  was 
15.55  inches  and  the  growing  season  was  from  June  4  to 
Sept.  15  (last  and  first  frost).
